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3. (Amended) The system of claim 22, wherein the recipient of the scrip is 
adapted to store one or more nonces utilized to create the value derived from an 
identification of the recipient of the scrip. 





1 4. (Amended) The system of claim 22, wherein the first system is adapted to 

2 receive the identification of the recipient of the scrip prior to issuing the scrip to the 

3 recipient. 



5. (Amended) The system of claim 4, wherein the first system is further adapted 
to hash the identification of the recipient of the scrip with a nonce and store the hash in 
the issued scrip as the value derived from the recipient of the scrip. 

6. (Amended) The system of claim 5, wherein the received information 
identifying the recipient of the scng is a hash of identifying information with a second 
nonce.
